DORSEY MAY HAVE 
GLUE T0 MURDERER 


Noose Found Knotted Around 
Neck of Mary Phagan Be- 
ing Carefully Examined by 
Officers.

In the noose found knotted around 
the throat of Mary Phagan’'s lifeless 
body, Solicitor Dorsey and headquar- 
ters detectives aver they possess a 
yaluable clue to the girl's murderer. 

It is being inspected by experts, whe 
also are examining specimens of cord 
picked up here and there in the fac- 
tory building in which the child was 
Slain. Expecting to find a knot which 
compares with that which was used 
to strangle the victim, detectives are 
scouring every portion of the plant’s 
premises. 

The knot 
looped, 
ble 


in the wrapping cord is 
sailor-fashion, in an inextrieca- 
knot. No novice, the sleuths 
Say, could form it so. well. When 
the body was discovered, the ncose 
fitted so tightly around the thorat 
that it had formed.a purple, trench- 
like scar in the flesh. 

Knot Tied by Professional. 
solicitor and detectives hope toe 
up the clue by comparing the 
loop with specimens found in 
the pencil factory. But few amateurs, 
it is said, outside of professionals in 
Stage craft and aboard ship, are ex- 
pert enough to tie such an intricate 
Knot as the one with which Mary 
Phagan was strangled. 

The chief of the W. J. Burns crimi- 
nal department of investigation, the 
right-hand man of the famous sleuth. 
has arrived in Atlanta and is making 
an investigation of the Mary Phagan 
niystery preparatory to the arrival of 
the noted sleuth.

ATTACK 1S MADE

Missionary Meet of Presby- 
terian Women Is Scene of 
Scathing Attack on Church 
of Latter-Day Saints. 


Three hundred women of the Pres- 
byterian church, United States of 
America, attending the annual meeting 
of the board of home missions, heard 
a scathing attack on Mormonism in 
an address Friday morning at the Cen- 
tral Congregational church by Mrs. 
D. F. Deifenderfer, of Pennsylvania. 

Mrs. Deifenderfer, who is a field rep- 
resentative of the international coun- 
cil for Christian and Patriotic Service, 
has traveled all over America making 
addresses on the subject of Mormonism 
and its menacing influence on woman- 
hood and Amerncan life, She came to 
Atlanta as a delegate to the annual 
woman’s missiohary gathering, and 
will probably ntake another address on 
the subject before leaving the city next 
week. 

“The leaders of our government have 
dangerously played with this growing 
serpent until it has gotten a menacing 
grip on many sections of the country, 
and thé only way for us to save the 
nation from its advance is to stamp it 
out by direct federal legislation: and 
constitutional amendment,” said Mrs. 
Deifenderfer. She presents five main 
reasons why she said Mormonisin is a 
menace to the nation, as follows: 

“First, it is destructive of home-life 
wherever practiced. 

“Second, it is debasing to 
hood. 

“Third, it casts aside the foundations 
of Christianity. 

“Fourth, it desecrates the Bible by 
assuming to defend polygamy from its 
teachings. 

“Fifth, the ‘new 
discarded polygamy, but only chang ed 
its practice to a more menacing form,” 

“Live Without Real Marriage.” 

In discussing the last of these argu- 
ments, Mrs. Deifenderfer declared that 
while in former years marriage in the 
temple had been performed between a 
man and every one of his wives, the 
more recent practice has grown to dis- 
card the temple ceremony and even the 
assuming of the man’s name on the 
part of the wife—this in order to keep 
within the state laws directed against 
polygamy. 

“Instead of taking 
vows tney perform a mere senseless 
ceremony in a court, which does not 
even give the woman the right to rear 
her children with the name of the man 
she thus ‘marries,’ and as a result 
she has no hold over him nor any 
method of protection for her children. 
A condition is developing where Mor- 
monism is practiced to an extent that 
the nation will be forced to recognize 
by legislation sooner or later.” 

Among the interesting speakers who 
addressed the women at the Central 
Congregational church Friday were 
Mrs. Robert MacKenzie, of New York; 
S. L. Storer, of Pittsburg; Miss E. 
Griffith of Bell Institute, N. C., and 
Mrs. Charles R. Hume, of Oklahoma.

NASHVILLE SELECTED 
BY SOUTHERN BAPTISTS 


Proposed Amendment Allowing 
Women on. Floor as Delegates 
Goes Over Until Next Year. 


St. Louis, May 16.—The Southern 
Baptist convention chose Nashville, 
Tenn., “as the next place of meeting 
and fixed May 13, 1914, as the date. 

The Rev. Dr. George W. McDaniel, of 
Richmond, Va., will preach the conven- 
tion sermon. The Rev. Forest Smith, 
of Sherman, Texas, was named as al- 
ternate. 

Nashville was chosen after a contest 
over the proposition to make Chatta- 
nooga the permanent meeting glace. 

A movement, which has been going 
on quietly for several years to organ- 
ize all the Baptists west of the Missis- 
sippi river into a separate convention, 
was met by the introduction of resolu- 
tions by President FE. Y. Mullins, of the 
Southern Baptist Theological seminary 
of Louisville, which were adopted, ex- 
Pressing feelings~ of fraternity and 
sympathy for the work being done in 
the . theological seminaries at Fort 
Worth, Texas, and Liberty. Mo. 

For Free Education. 

The question of giving free educa- 
tional advantages to young men who 
wish to enter the Baptist ministry was 
brought before the convention by Mr. 
Mullins. He offered a resolution to 
call on,the various states in the con- 
vention for a share of $18,000, the 
money to go-to the school of which he 
is the head and which is in debt for 
for students’ expenses’ to that amount. 
He said he believed that if the Bap- 
tists would offer free education to min- 
isterial students three hundred million 
converts could be won in China alone 
during the next 25 years. The reso- 
lution was adopted. 

It was decided by the officers of the 
convention that the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution allowing wom- 
en on the floor as delegates would have 
to go over until next year, as it had 
not been introduced on the first day’s 
session. 

The night session consisted of a sym- 
of evangelist and missionary 
fields, in which the mountain schools 
of the southern states were given a 
place.

President Woodrow Wilson :has told the 
newspaper correspondents at_ Washington 
that he will accept no compromises on the 
tariff bill. He declares that it must go 
through the senate as it left the house, 
including sugar and wool, without amend- 
ment. 

The president’s utterance may be con- 
strued an informal, but none the less 
direct, notification to the country. It is 
especially significant taken in connection 
with the present tangled situation in the 
senate. In the upper branch the sugar sen- 
ators seem disposed to make trouble, and 
it is not improbable that before many days 
pass they may enlist the interest of a wool 
senator or two. Senate democratic leaders 
are sure that they can eventually muster 
enough votes to pass the bill practically as 
it stands.

. How Blaine Lost Bristew's 
Support. 


By E. J. EDWARDS.

In the summer of 1876 Benjamin H. Bris- 

tow, who had been for two years secretary 
of the treasury in President Grant's second 
administration, retired from office so that he 
might accept profitable openings for the 
practice of law which had come to him un- 
solicited from certain wealthy~-interests in 
New York city. 

General Bristow, who gained not only so 
large a professional practice that he was un- 
able to take more than an occasional part in 
social or public occasions, was nevertheless 

so popular that he 
usually held quite a 
levee when taking 
his luncheon. He 
was a member of 
one of the large 
-downtown luncheon 
clubs. The member- 
ship was confined to 
merchants, bankers 
and lawyers, and 
there frequently met 
upon a common 
ground of social 
courtesies men who 
were of different po- 
litical parties. 

It sometimes seem- 
ed as though Gen- 
eral Bristow would 

not be able to finish 

his luncheon within the hour which he gave 
to himself. Men stood around his table chat- 
ting with him; he almost always had two 
or three companions at the luncheon table. 
He was a conspicuous personality,. and was 
frequently pointed out to strangers who had 
been invited to take luncheon with members 
as the'man was narrowly missed the presi- 
dential nomination at the republican na- 
tional convention of 1876. 

General Bristow was a man of fine per- 
sonal appearance. He was of a sturdy frame; 
his head was of superb proportions and 
rested naturally and easily upon his shoul- 
ders. He was erect either sitting or stand- 
ing, and his step was lke that of a trained 
soldier, a much more military step than was 
of General Sherman, who frequently 
lunched at this club. 

I was taking luncheon at this club one 
day with William R. Grace, who was twice 
mayor of New York, and who organized the 
greatest mercantile lines of steam between 
the United States and South America in the 
early nineties. 

“T never take luncheon at this club,” said 
Mayor Grace, “without being impressed with 
the attention which is paid te General Bris- 
tow. Just look now at the table yonder at 
which he is sitting. There are two or three 
men who stand talking with him, and their 
manner betrays their respect and admira- 
tion for him.” 

“T was told in 
ago that but for a queer accident, 
in all probability would have thrown his 
support for the presidential nomination in 
1876 to Blaine, instead of Governor Hayes. 
It was almost certain for a week ten 
days before the convention met at Cincin- 
nati that Blaine would be the leading can- 
didate and would be nominated unless a 
successful combination against him would 
be made. 

“A good many people thought General 
Bristow would make an excellent candi- 
date. He had gained the reputation of be- 
ing a stanch reformer. He directed the 
prosecution of the whisky ring, although 
that prosecution involved some ‘leading 
publican politicians. He had the warm sup- 
port of the so-called reform element in the 
republican party, and it was thought he 
would be supported by almost ‘ninety dele- 
gates. 

“You will remember that on the Sunday 
before the convention met Blaine was pros- 
trated’ by a sunstroke as he was entering 
the church in which he worshipped in 
Washington. The next day one of Bris- 
tow's friends suggested to him that he call 
upon Mr. Blaine to inquire about him and 
to express his sympathy. 

“Bristow hesitated, but 
persuaded to make the call. 

“Something occurred at the house 
grievously humiliated and mortified 
eral Bristow. I have heard<that he was 
personally abused by somebody in. Blaine’s 
house. : 

“He returned to the treasury department 
more in sorrow than in anger, expecting to 
make no mention of the occurrence. But 
his friend, who was present and who was 
himself greatly disturbed by the incident, 
sent word to Kentucky, Bristow'’s home. 
The story was passed around among Bris- 
tow’s friends, and they were so indignant 
that thev decided that thev would throw 
Bristow’s strength, if it were necessary, to 
any candidate who could beat Blaine’s nomi- 
nation if he had the Bristow strength. 

“Very high political authority told me,” 
said Mayor Grace, “that this was done. 
Bristow's strength went to Governor Hayes 
at the proper moment, while in all prob- 
ability it would have been cast for Blaine 
but for the unfortunate occurrence at 
Washington. I have been told,” said Mayor 
Grace, “that Bristow himself’ never alluded 
to the incident.”

WHERE IS ROBERT 
EMMET BURIED? 


Robert Emmet is Ireland’s greatest pa- 
triot. He expresses to the Irish everything 
that is good and neble, and to them his 
name will live as long as history because 
of his efforts in behalf of their country. 
The most unfortunate part of it all is that 
his nation knows not today where “fests his 
head upon the lap of earth.” If they knew, 
what a great memorial they would eract 
to his memory, and with what reverence 
would this resting place be guarded. 

It is considerably more than a centurv 
since Emmet was put to death, and since 
that time historians, patriots and miunv 
others have tried to find the place where 
his body lies. According to D. J. O'’Donoz- 
hue, “the body was claimed by Dr. Gamble 
and interred with great secrecy in Ptblin: 
but where, has always remained, and will 
probably continue to remain, a mystery.” 

Emmet’s brother-in-law believed § the 
body was buried in St. Micnhan’s church, and 
he said he had held a conversation with the 
man who interred it there and who said 
a large uninscribed stone was erected over 
the grave. But there is no entry to that 
effect in the church register. There have 
been several other suggestions as to the 
place of burial. One historian says Emmet 
was buried in the Protestant churchyard of 
Glasnevin; and another, a relative, asserts 
the remains were placed in the family vault 
in St. Peter's. The Kilmainham jailer, where 
the patriot was put to death, reported that 
Emmet was buried in “Bully’s Acre,” where 
paupers and hanged criminals were usually 
laid. His friend, Dr. Gamble, is said to have 
exhumed the body from there and to have 
carried it to some unknown spot, but 
“where it was removed to,” writes Dr. R. R.

It seems almost incredible that the body 
of the Irish national hero could have been 
so mysteriously spirited away, at a period 
as late as his death, September 20,°18@3, with 
no clew having been left as to whé¢re and 
by whom. 

It was the revolution of July, 1803, in 
which Emmet engaged that brought his life 
to such an unhappy end. Born in Dublin, 
On March 4, 1778, of an excellent family, 
from boyhood he showed every promise of 
a brilliant future. While st!ll at college he 
became enthusiastic over the “United Irish- 
men” movement and an earnest worker for 
his oppressed country’s freedom. For this 
reason he was expelled from college and he 


spent two years on the continent. 


Returning home secretly, he entered 
heart and soul into the plan for a general 
Irish revolution. On July 23, 1803, he and 
his coNeagues attempted to seizé the arse- 
nal and castle vf Dublin. When this revo- 
lution failed Emmet was compelled to flee 
to the Wicklow mountains, where he bided 
his time until he could eress safely to 
France. % 

Finally the opportunity offered, Wut his 
love was too strong to allow him to go with- 
out a farewell visit to his sweetheart, Sarah 
Curran. He knew the danger of an appear- 
ance in Dublin, but he took the chance. His 
arrest came the moment he reached the 
city. He was tried for his life on a charge 
of high treason against the British govern- 
ment and was condemned to die. His fiery 
speech at the court when asked if he knew 
of any reason why sentence should not be 
passed upon him is familiar to every school 
boy, and closed with the following dramatic 
lines: 

“I have but one request td ask at my 
departure from this world; it is the charity 
of its silence. Let no man write my epitaph; 
for, as no one who knows my motives dares 
now vindicate them, let not prejudice or 
ignorance asperse them. Let them and me 
repose in obscurity and peace and my tomb 
remain uninscribed until other times and 
other men can do justice to my character. 
When my country shall take her place 
among the nations of the earth—then, and 
not till then—let my epitaph be written!” 

He has had his wish fully gratified that 
his remains should “repose In obscurity and 
peace,” for no one knows where they are 
if he desired to molest them in any way; 
and “my tomb remain uninscribed,” for 
how gladly would his admiring countrymen 
rear a shaft over it and lay upon it the 
laurel wreath of love if it could be identi- 
fied.

We charge that Georgia's penal system is 
extravagant, because the state, in delegating 
to the counties the duty of employing the 
convicts at building reads, is suffering a 
useless expenditure of public money without 
receiving adequate returns. 

We charge that very little actual.author- 
ity is vested in the prison commission; that 
their powers of supervision are intangible, 
because the local county authorities in con- 
trolling the purse control the policy of each 
individual camp.

“He was a great man. He left few poems, 
but they are gems.

“It's too bad to see great men die whkh 
bob-o-links in their cupolas,” said the low- 
browed man, sympathetically, “but the sur- 
prising thing is that poets ever retain pos- 
session of their faculties.

He had the room right across the hall from 
mine, and he was always biting pieces out 
of the furniture. I used to hear him groan- 
ing and gnashing his teeth, and I'd go to his 
room to offer him some of my colic medicine, 
but he always said his sufferings were men- 
tal, rather than physical. All the printers, 
and proofreaders in the country, he said, had 
formed a conspiracy to undermine his rea- 
son. They were always. putting into his 
poems words that he never wrote, and taking 
out words that ought to be there. Some- 
times. when he saw one of his poems in a 
magazine, it took four or five men to hold 
him, for the magazine editors used to lacer- 
ate his poems beyond recognition. I couldn’t 
‘see that it made any differénce, but it fairly 
broke that young man’s heart. 

“But that was only one kind of trouble 
he labored under. He had the idea that 
everybody was stealing’ his gems of thought. 
If he read a poem by another writer he'd 
rip around in the most shocking way, saying 
that the poet had swiped whole lines from 
his own works, and he thought that every- 
body in the boarding house ought to get 
excited with him and go down and wreck 
the police station.

However, he slew 1,000 of them with the 
Jawbone of an ass, which remained an in- 
ternational record until people began mak- 
ing speeches recently against child labor 
and pure food and drug laws. 

By this time Samson had become such 
a pest to the Philistines that they let him 
severely alone and took smallpox whenever 
they could to discourage him from associa- 
ting with them. Samson served as one of 
the Judges of Israel for twenty years, never 
indulging in a hair cut and becoming strong- 
er all the time.

Steps will be taken to increase the 
salaries of the ministers, although 
whether any {mmediate action will be 
taken has not yet been decided. All 
ministers coming from other Presby- 
terian denominations will be placed 
upon the beneficiary list immediately, 
instead of having to wait the former 
five years.

Is 
there any consideration strong enougn 
to make it justifiable for those who

@isunited?’ 

The appeal of Dr.. Moore made a pro- 
found impression on the southern as- 
sembly, not only because of: the sub- 
stance of the address but because the 
man himself was pre-eminently quali- 
fied, of all men, to bear the felicita- 
tions of the northern assemlLI|y to 
Bouthern brethrer For years Dr. 
Moore was a minister in the southern 
assembly, as was his brother, and his 
father before him was one of the most 
beloved of all the southern ministers. 

“TIT am a minister of the northern 
Church only because of physical nec- 
®ssity.”’ said Ir. Moore, “for it is bet- 
ter to work in the northern chugch 
than to die 

The reading of ninety overtures by 
the gstated clerk was the order of the 
day Friday, and though many of the 
communications were technical and in- 
volved, the announcement of the sub- 
stance only facilitated the direct refer- 
ence @f all letters to the proper com-

The forenoon session was featured 
by several attacks on the increased 
work of the committee on foreign cor- 
respondence, and Dr. R. C. Reed, of 
Columbia, 8S.

Following an adverse 
ruling by the moderator, Dr. Fraser 
withdrew his resolutions, which were 
then referred to a special committee. 

A fight on the “brief statement” of 
the doctrines of the United States 
Presbyterian church was precipitated 
when two members of the committee 
refused to sign their names to ‘the 
majority report, which was read by 
Dr. James ES Vanee, of Nashville, 
Tetin., because the chairman of the 
committee, Dr. R. V. Webb, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., joined with Dr. R. C. Reed 
in the declaration that the report of 
the committee was not in harmony 
with -the doctrinal standards of the 
church. A strong sentiment in favor 
of referring the “brief statement” of 
the church doctrine to each presbytery 
instead of to the general assembly in- 
dicates that there°will be a lively fight 
against the report read by Dr. Vance, 
who was one of the majority members 
of the committee. Copies of the re 
port, which were printed in pamphl«t 
form, were handed each commissioner 
for his perusal]
